In addition, changes to Krueger Park are ongoing. The new Welcome Center and Dog Park are 
underway. Recently Marjorie Bajorek, whose grandfather and uncle donated the land to the Village for the 
park, commented how happy her grandfather would be with the Welcome Center and Dog Park. "He loved 
baseball, but he always wanted the park to be used by everyone/* 

The Department of Public works has completed a much needed sidewalk from Lake Street to Krueger 
Park. Soon you will see a new crosswalk on Route 18 at Lake Street. The NYS Department of Transportation 
has agreed to install the crosswalk and new signage to ensure the safety of our residents. Special thanks to 
our grounds crew. Merle Wilfse and Bob Zastrow, who have worked tirelessly to keep our parks and 
community looking good. 

We are awaiting approval of a New York State Main Street Grant which will provide a half million 
dollars to improve our businesses on Young Street. This will give our "Main Street" a new look with new 
building facades and street improvements. 

Our sewer treatment plant is undergoing a series of improvements. While the plant is 2$ years old, 
very few improvements have been made to keep it fully operational. The project is being overseen by 
Nussbaumer and Clark Engineers with our resident engineer, Ryan Smith, spearheading the planning and 
engineering in conjunction with the WWTP employees, Brian Seefeldt and Shawn Galyen, ana Superintendent 
of Public Works, Keith Dixon. Over the next year, the facility will undergo major updates complying with the 
NYS Department of Environmental Conservation regulations. Our goal is to continue to apply for Federal and 
State funding to help offset the cost of these improvements to our community.

Maybe you have noticed something new at Krueger 
Park as you drove by. The Wilson Welcome Center is near 
completion. The Welcome Center is the latest Community 
Beautification Project from Watch Wilson Grow. 

Each year the Board of Watch Wilson Grow dedicates a 
project to the Wilson community. Jeanne Kerwin, president of 
WWG, and Keith Dixon, Superintendent of Public Works, put 
their heads together and devise a project for the WWG and the 
Village to work on together. WWG, with matching funds from 
the Business and Community Enhancement Grant through 
Niagara County Department of Economic Development funded 
through the Bridge Commission, picks up the costs of materials 
while the Village contributes to the construction and 
coordination of the project The idea of the Welcome Center is 
to provide a location to have information regarding events in 
the Wilson area and be a great place to stop and relax. It will 
also act as an official entry point for future events at Krueger 
Park. 

Built to resemble an old trolley stop, Norm 
Hersh berger, a skilled contractor from our local Amish 
community, was tasked with the planning. The details of the 
post and beam construction required the mortise and tenon 
joinery and cutting to be completed in Ohio. A fellow Amish 
contractor had the equipment and know how to perfectly cut 
each piece so that it could be assembled on site. Reminiscent of 
old time barn construction, The Wilson Welcome Center will set 
the tone for future projects at Krueger Park. 

Watch Wilson Grow has gifted a new project every year 
since its beginnings. Former Mayor, Jerry Dean»and Jeanne 
Kerwin with a team of dedicated residents began the tradition 
of "Do what you can to make our Village a better place" in the 
summer of 1999.

Make sure that the toilet shuts off after flushing it and that there are no leaking faucets.

The Mayoral 
Advisory Committee is currently working with the National Heritage Trail. As a result, the Village of Wilson will soon be featured in 
all of the National Parks for our role in the War of 1812 when Luther Wilson led cows from the burning Village. The artwork of our 
own George Banagis will highlight the Village of Wilson "Collector's Card" handed out around the country. Thanks to George for his 
invaluable contribution, and congratulations to George for taking "Best in Show" at the Quaker Arts Festival. Stop in at Champion 
Graphics to see his trophy and enjoy his beautiful artwork. 

Through the Village of Witsorfs membership with NYCOM, New York Conference of Mayors, the Village has subscribed 
with Compliance Connections, a free program to obtain owner/bank information on abandoned properties. To date, the Village of 
Wilson has submitted eight properties and received information on seven of them. This information wilt assist the Village with who is 
the responsible entity regarding property violations on abandoned properties in our community. If you have any questions regarding 
this initiative to "rehabitate" the abandoned homes in our community, please contact Ann Stimm at the Village office.

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SPOTLIGHT ON BUSINESSES 

POST OFFICE 

The first post office was established in Reuben Wilson's 
home on West Young Street in 1824. He was the 
postmaster and his son, Luther, was the deputy. Daniel 
Holmes was the first mail carrier and his route extended 
from Olcott to Youngstown. Mail was delivered by 
stagecoach in the 1 SCO's and by train from 1876-1932. 

In 1897, Elmer Johnson was named postmaster and the 
post office moved into his drugstore where A Taste of 
New Orleans is today. When it bnrned down in 1901, 
the first permanent post office was built next to the old 
Hub Hotel on Young Street in 1902. Both of those 
businesses burned down in 1980. Temporary quarters 
were set up in a shop across the street until the present 
post office was built on the corner of Seminary and 
McChesney Streets. It was dedicated in April of 1981. 

Hours are Monday-Friday from 9:30-1:00 & 2-5 and 
Saturday from 10-2. 



WILSON FIRE COMPANY NO. 1 

The first fire company was organized on Sept. 17, 1923 
and the fire station was built between Exley Methodist 
Church and the Wilson House. It had 60 members and 
hand cart & hand puller trucks which were borrowed 
from Miller Hose in Newfane for two years. In 1925, 
the 1* gas powered fire engine called a Oid Betsy" was 
shipped by railroad car from Eimira. Horses dragged 
it to the fire station until the mechanic arrived two days 
later to show the firemen how to operate it It was their 
only fire truck for many years. It was completely 
restored in 2009. 

Helen Knowles donated her old house on Young St. to 
the fire company in the 1930's. The first modern fire 
hall was built there in 1966, and the present hall was 
built in 1990. Today there are a boat 60 members and 
2 pumper trucks, 1 aerial truck, 1 grass truck, a kubota, 
a rescue boat, and an ambulance. 

Three years ago, the 960 lb. life size cast iron fireman 
statue was moved from outside the fire hall into the lobby. 
It was constructed in 1885 in the likeness of Wilson 
resident and fireman, George Singer. It was kept at his 
fire station in Lockport until he donated it to the Wilson 
fireball in the 1940's. 



The fire company raises money with their Lenten fish 
fries, field days, and gun & meat raffles. Anyone

FIRST NIAGARA BANK 

Charles TugweU was responsible for organizing the 
Wilson State Bank. The bank was built in 1913 at its 
present location. It changed its name to Marine Trust, 
Marine Midland Bank, and HSBC over the years. It 
became the First Niagara Bank in May of 2012. Banking 
hours are Mon.-Tho.rs. from 9-4 and Fri from 9-5.

The first library was established in Arthur Dobbs* home 
on Pettft Street in January of 1911. He was the librarian 
until Jan. 1919 and earned $80 a year. The library moved 
to the second floor of the Blake block on Young Street, 
and Arthur Pease became the librarian from 1919 until 
1935. 

In 1929, the Charles Haner Grocery Store at 265 Young 
Street was purchased for $4500, and it became the 
permanent site of the Wilson Free Library. The former 
JLW. Hpyt Jewelry Store and the Esquire Restaurant on 
the east side of the library were purchased in January 
1968 and remodeled into a library reading & stock room. 

The Wilson Library joined the NIOGA library system in 
1960. Jean Siddall was the librarian who was 
instrumental in orchestrating the expansion and 
renovation of the library in 1991. The Friends of the 
Library was also formed at this time. Marge Clark 
became the library director in 2001 and renovated a 
section of the library into the Teen Room. It was the first 
Niagara County library to purchase an e-reader in 2010. 

Hours are Mon.10-8, lues. & Wed. 2-8pm, Thurs. & Fri. 
10-5, and Sat. 10-1. (It is closed on Sat. in the summer.)'

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SPOTLIGHT ON SCHOOLS 



HISTORY OF THE VILLAGE SCHOOLS 

The earliest school was in a log cabin one mile south 
of the Village of Wilson. It was established for adults 
in 1817. The first log schoolhouse in the Town of 
Wilson was built in 1819 about 1.5 miles east of the 
village on Lake Road. It had 12 students. The first 
log schoolhouse in the Village of Wilson was built in 
1820 on the site where Luther Wilson later built his 
home in 1844 and where the Wilson House stands 
today. 

Wilson was divided into five school districts in 1821 
and 17 school districts by 1859. In 1852, a two story 
cobblestone school for younger children ages 8-12 
was erected on Pettit Street just west of where the 
First Baptist Church is located today. 

The Wilson Collegiate Institute was established for 
older children ages 12-16 in 1845. It was located on 
the property where the Wilson Town Hall stands 
today. It also held teacher training classes. The girls 
had to be 16 and boys had to be 18 in order to attend 
those classes. 

The Union Free School District No. 1 was formed in 
1869 by 4 of the 17 school districts and had five 
teachers. The first physical education classes were 
held in 1894. 

In 1900, the condemned cobblestone part of the 
Collegiate Institute was replaced with a new brick 
Union School. It had a gymnasium, auditorium, 
library, and cafeteria. Rural high school students 
were bused to the school. The Wilson Central School 
District was organized in 1941. The Union School 
burned down in 1957. 



WILSON PRE-SCHOOL 

Located at the back of St Brendan on the Lake 
Church, this preschool for 3 to 5 year olds was 
established in 2008. Laurie Muth is the owner and 
instructor. Morning classes are from 9:30-12:00 for 2 
days (Thurs. & Fri.), 3 days (Mon.-Wed.) or all 5 days. 
Afternoon classes are from 12:30-3:00 on Tues. & Wed.

THOMAS MARKS ELEMENTARY 

In 1956, the voters approved building an elementary 
school one quarter of a mile east of the high school. It 
was built in 1957 with 16 classrooms and was named for 
Thomas Marks who was a Board of Education 
President and member. In 1960, 12 more classrooms as 
well as a cafeteria were added to the school Another 
addition with a library and a 5 th grade wing was added 
in 1995, and a new entryway was completed in 2008. 
John Diodate has been the principal since 2008. There 
are 289 students in Kindergarten through 5 th Grade. 



WILSON MIDDLE SCHOOL 

The middle school classrooms were added to the east 
side of the high school in 1977. A library, east cafeteria, 
and band & choral areas to be shared with the high 
school were also built at that time. In 1995, the middle 
school entry foyer and 1 st floor classrooms were added 
to die west side of the middle schooL Scott Benton is 
the principal. The school has 325 students in 6 th 
through 8* grade. 



WILSON HIGH SCHOOL 

The high school was built in 1935 across the street from 
the Union SchooL A cupola was chosen over a pool 
making it the only school in the area without a pool. 
That is why Wilson residents have been offered free 
swim lessons at Linnea's Pool at the Wilson harbor 
every summer since 2000. Adult education classes were 
introduced in 1948, driver's education classes began in 
1951, and special education classes were initiated in 
1957. 

The high school added a 2 story addition with science 
and art rooms on the 2 nd floor in 1995. The Zipp 
Athletic Center was opened in 1997. It was named in 
honor of Richard J. Zipp who was the superintendent 
when it was built. He retired in 2000, and Michael 
Wendt became the new superintendent. In 2005, the 
high school added a fitness center and a new boys' 
locker room and renovated the girls' locker room. 

Dan Johnson has been the high school principal since 
1997. The school has 450 students.

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SPOTLIGHT ON CHURCHES 



FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 

In 1 833, a Baptist society was formed in Wilson. They 
worshipped in a cobblestone schoolhouse until Luther 
Wilson donated the land on Pettit Street where a frame 
church was erected, it burned down in 1917, and the 
present church was built in 1920. 

First Baptist has become known as the "church without 
walls". One Sunday a month, it holds "Samaritan 
Sunday" and serves residents by helping them with foe-it 
projects. It provides annual community events such as 
an outdoor Easter Sunday evening celebration on Young 
Street and a Christmas celebration in the high school 
auditorium. It organizes A Very Country Christmas, a 
Village wide event where churches and businesses host 
a variety of activities one day in Dec The church also 
sponsors Wilson's Amazing Race in June and opens its 
doors on Friday nights from 9-11 pm for PULSE, a youth 
group for all Wilson students in grades 8-1 2. 

Pastor Stephen Hay is from Scotland. He became the 
Youth Pastor in 2008 and the Teaching & Outreach 
pastor in 2010. Tim Bach is the Community & Worship 
pastor. The church is also led by three elders. Sunday 
service is at 10:00. 

ST. PAUL'S LUTHERAN CHURCH 

Called "The Little Church with a Big Heart", St Paul's 
was founded fn 1936 by Rev. Albert Glessner. The 
church was built in 1938 on the former site of a hospital, 
the American Hotel, and the Tower House. 

A bell tower was erected in 1989 and dedicated in the 
memory of founding members, Holger & Harriet Jensen. 
Parish Had was added in 1992 to accommodate Sunday 
School, fellowship, and community services. The 
worship area was remodeled in 2000. The Ganshaw 
house was purchased in 2003 for rental housing, but it 
was eventually demolished and the property is now used 
for parking. 

The church's focus is on worship, missions, and 
education. The music ministry has vocal & bell choirs, 
and the Angel Tree Ministry purchases Christmas gifts & 
hosts a party for children who have a parent in jail. 
Quitting tor Missions makes quirts for disaster areas as 
well as Children's Hospital and Roswell. Knit-wits knit 
caps for Chemo patients, hats & booties for infants, hats 
& mittens for children, and shawls for the elderly. 

The congregation supports an orphanage In Haiti, hosts 
a Red Cross blood drive every 8 weeks, and provides a 
Used Clothing Drop Off Box behind the church. 

Originally hired as an interim minister in Jan. 1988, 
Pastor Ron Haefer has remained as St Paul's minister 
for the past 26 years. The church service is at 10:30. 



EXLEY METHODIST CHURCH 

The Methodist Episcopal Society was incorporated on 
Jan. 2, 1836 and a church was built on the north side of 
338 Lake Street It was eventually sold to William 
Albright for the Albright Opera House. The santuary on 
Lake and High Streets was built in 1885 as a memorial to 
Lottie Harness Ex ley, a young member who died in 1883. 
The Fellowship Hall was added in the late 1940's. 

Over the years, the church has hosted a food pantry and 
Boy Scout & Cub Scout troops. It now hosts the early 
release Bible program for elementary students on 
Mondays and a Grief Share group on Tuesdays. The 
church has community potluck suppers on the 1 st & 3 rd 
Wednesdays of the month and fellowship dinners one 
Saturday a month. It also has a rummage sale in May, a 
Spaghetti Dinner in October, an Annual Country Bazaar 
in November, and a Christmas Cantata in December. 

Rev. John Loeser has been the minister since Jury 2011. 
Sunday service is at 9:30. 

ST. BRENDAN ON THE LAKE 

Father Vincent McCarthy had a Catholic church built at 
431 Lake Street in 1920. It could hold about 75 
parishioners. The former Presbyterian church at 345 
Lake Street was built in 1896. After the Niagara 
Presbytery dissolved in 1930, the Catholic Diocese 
purchased that church in 1931 and sold their other 
church to the Episcopal congregation. The new Catholic 
Church was named Our Lady of the Rosary. 

St Brendan on the Lake formed in 2008 with the merger 
of St Bridgets in Newfane, St Charles Borrcmeo in 
Oteott, and Our Lady of the Rosary in Wilson. The 
church houses the Wilson Community Food Pantry and 
the Wilson Pre-SchooL 

Rev. Jozef Dudzik celebrates Mass at 4:00 on Saturdays 
and 11:00 on Sundays. 

ST. JOHN'S EPISCOPAL CHURCH 

St John's Mission was organized in 1930, and the 
church building at 431 Lake Street was purchased from 
the Catholic church in 1931. In 1953, it began sharing a 
priest with St Andrew Episcopal Church in Burt St 
John's became a parish instead of a mission in 1981. 

The church hosts an Applefest in October, an Election 
Day Chicken & Biscuit Dinner fn November, and 
rummage sales in May and October. The church's main 
emphasis is on outreach. It supports an orphanage for 
girls in Honduras named 'tittle Roses", the Lioness 
Project which makes quilts for children in hospitals, and 
the coat drive and the Wilson Community Food Pantry. 

Rev. Judith Lee is the priest Sunday service is at 9:00.

In addition, when a resident files a building permit for a pool, he will be given a sewer credit which allows him to fill the 
pool. The resident will only be responsible for paying for the water and not for the sewer.

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HISTORY OF WILSON 

The first settlers arrived in 1808. Henry Lockwood from 
Canada purchased 100 acres in the NE part of town, and 
Robert Waterhouse from Connecticut bought fand in the 
south part of town. In 1809, Stephen Sheldon from 
Jefferson County purchased 720 acres near the west 
branch of 12 Mile Creek. Reuben Wilson, Gilbert Purdy, 
and John Eastman came from Toronto in 1810. Wilson 
bought 170 acres, and Purdy & Eastman each purchased 
100 acres. 

During the War of 1812, George Ash warned the settlers 
that the British were coming. 15 year old Luther Wilson 
rounded up 25 head of cattle, put dry leaves in their cow 
bells to silence them & drove them 5 miles away to safety. 

The first saw mill and log schoolhouse were built in 1815. 
In 1818, T.T. Upton opened the first tavern west of the 
village. The Town of Wilson, formerly part of the Town of 
Porter, was officially formed in 1818. 

In 1824, Henry Johnson became Wilson's first blacksmith 
and Jonathan Thayer was its first physician. The first post 
office also opened that year with Reuben Wilson as its 
postmaster. In 1825, the Wilsons built a grist mill and a 
store, and Simon Sheldon started the first tannery. Peter 
Furrow from Massachusetts was the mason who worked 
on alt of the early mills and buildings here from 1824-1840. 

Reuben and Luther Wilson laid out the lots on the north 
side of Young Street for the first stores and houses in 
1827. In 1829, a tavern was added to Reuben Wilson's 
store on the west end of Young Street. The Wilsons built 
the cobblestone Ontario House on the corner of Lake & 
Young Streets in 1834. It burned down in 1894. 

Luther Wilson enlarged the grist mill with steam power in 
1837. In 1844, he built an historic home which is now the 
Wilson House and was also elected to the state assembly. 

The Secretary of War granted permission to have two 
piers built 200 ft in length extending into Lake Ontario at 
the mouth of 12 Mile Creek in 1846. Congress declared 
Wilson a port of entry in 1848. During the mid 1800s, 
Wilson was known for being the heart of the fruit belt as 
well as a thriving lumber and ship building port. 

Luther Wilson donated 7 acres of land for the Greenwood 
Cemetery in 1851. He died and was buried there in 1890. 

The Village of Wilson was incorporated on May 11, 1858. 
It included 416 acres of land and had a population of 715 
residents. It had 3 dry goods stores, 3 grocery stores, and 
several mechanic shops. 

The Wilson Star was the first newspaper. It was published 
from 1878 until 1958. From 1890-1910, Wilson was a 
booming resort town favored for its fine hotels, boating, 
fishing, and other recreational activities. Today, Wilson is 
a waterfront attraction during the summer and a 
destination for numerous events throughout the year. 



OLDEST RESIDENCES IN THE VILLAGE 

173 YOUNG STREET 

Reuben Wilson's log cabin was constructed on this site in 
1818. The present home was built there in 1824. The 
architectural style of this house is Itaiianate Cottage. At 
various times over the past two centuries, it was a post 
office, general store, tavern, and meeting place. The 
beams in the basement are made of logs with bark still on 
some of them, and the kitchen cupboards were originally 
painted a fire engine red. Herbert and Sheila Wills have 
been the owners since 1986. 

188 YOUNG STREET 

Jamie O'Donnell has owned this 1820s Greek Revival/ 
Gothic style home for the past seven years. It has the 
original hardwood floors in the living room. The dining 
room and front porch have the original plank floors. The 
trees in the front yard and in the backyard are over 100 
years old. 

317 YOUNG STREET 

This altered Itaiianate style home was built in the 1820s. It 
used to be attached to 270 Lake Street which is now the 
Wilson Lodge. Jamie O'DonnelFs grandfather moved it to 
its present location in the 1950s, and Jamie's 
grandparents lived there. The dining room has its original 
hardwood floors. Jamie has been the owner for five years. 

283 WILCOX STREET 

Owner, Shirley Roberts, has lived in this altered 1820s 
Greek Revival/T-shaped style home since 1967. The 
kitchen maintains some of its history with wood 
cupboards containing five shelves and double doors. One 
bedroom used to have a door to the kitchen, but it was 
panelled over. There are two original front porches. One 
leads into the living room, and the other one leads into the 
dining room. The basement is only under the living room 
and one bedroom. The backyard connects to the Wilson 
Town Hall parking lot and the Robert R. Martin Sr. Village 
Park. 

205 MCCHESNEY STREET 

This T-shaped farmhouse was built in the 1820s and was 
once used as a greenhouse. It has a coal shoot and 
double cobblestone walls with log beams in the basement 
crawl space. It was updated with an addition. Denis and 
Candace Redmond have owned the house since 2006. 

211 PETTIT STREET 

Norman and Dorothy Thilk moved into this 1820s Greek 
Revival house in 1946. It has sawed lumber framing and 
plank floors. It also has a brick exterior which was rare 
for that time period.

At the last meeting on June 19 th , the Board 
passed a resolution to hold the vote on Tuesday, August 26 th from noon-9pm at the Town Hall. All 
eligible voters who reside in the village can vote. I have had many conversations with the Dept. of 
State regarding the process of dissolution. If the village voters choose to reject the dissolution, then 
no study or plan will be made and the subject will be closed. If the village voters choose in favor of 
dissolution, a plan will be developed between the Village and Town and We will look at four key areas. 

• Assets (ex. Village Parks, Wastewater Treatment Plant, etc.) 

• Personnel 

• Impact on taxes 

• Services the Town of Wilson will take over 

This will give us a clear picture of how dissolution will impact our community. The plan will then be 
presented to the community for review. If the plan is favorable, then dissolution will take place. If it is 
not favorable, then a second petition can be carried to compel a second vote to accept or reject the 
plan. This is like an "escape clause". Prior to the vote/there will be two Village Board Meetings on 
July 17 th and August 21 st at the Town Hall at 7pm. This will allow residents to get any of their questions 
answered prior to the vote and make their decision from a position of information rather than emotion. 

This is a time for us to look at what the future holds for our community. As always, 1 can be reached at

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HISTORY OF SUNSET ISLAND 

Sunset Island was originally a peninsula that extended west from 
the mouth of 12 Mile Creek to Roosevelt Beach. By 1920, the 
strip of land connecting it to Roosevelt Beach had been washed 
away. Today a sandbar across the former West Branch's inlet 
connects it to the mainland. 

Shacks were built along the east end to house the men working 
on the government piers in 1868. In 1870, Henry Putnam erected 
a boatyard on the west end and built 4 sailing ships. 

George Moule purchased the central and eastern parts of the 
island in 1883J He planted wheat in the central part, a fruit 
orchard in the east; and cabbage in between. < In 1888, 40 foot 
lots and Maple Grove Park were created in the center part of the 
island. Moule built a cottage on the harbor side and his nephew, 
Miles Vbsburg, resided there. 

J.Jacob Miller from Pittsburgh took over Maple Grove Park in 
1889 and began building cottages. He installed a power system 
for electricity and erected a water tower to supply running water 
to the cottages. He built a store, an octagon community hall, 
and a large hotel called the Vend ewe. After it burned down, 
another hotel called the Glendora was constructed in its place. It 
was later renamed the Pittsburgh Hotel. That hotel burned down 
in 1913 and was never replaced. Miller also built a boathouse, 
rented rowboats, and operated a coal run ferry called the 
"Dusauesne". ft was eventually replaced by a gas powered ferry 
called the "O-So-Eae". 

In 1910, Tugwell and Etwood purchased the eastern end of the 
island and named it Lake Island Park North. Fred Goodman built 
the first year round house known as "Tin Cottage". He kept a 
cow there to supply htai with milk. The Sunset Beach Colony, Inc. 
was formed in 1924 and is still the governing body of the 83 
houses On Sunset Island today. 

HISTORY OF CLARK ISLAND 

The eastern end of Sunset Island and what is now the Tuscarora 
Yacht Club and the Clarie property was originally known as Lake 
Island Park. This area was established in the 1890's as a tourist 
destination. The park had refreshment stands, a baseball 
diamond, and an outdoor theater where plays were performed. 
It also had a steam powered merry-go-round, a toboggan 
waters! ide, and the Tugwell Cottage guest house. 

During the 1960% Floyd "Red" Clark purchased the area, leveled 
off the higher portion to increase its size, and made it suitable 
for marina use. Mary Clark's home sits on the former site of the 
dance pavilion and the Tuscarora golf course clubhouse. 

HISTORY OF O'CONNELL ISLAND 

during the 1920% there was a removable footbridge across 
Tuscarora Bay. it connected the NW part of CConneU Island to 
the old Sunset Island store and was used for winter access to 
the mainland by the Sunset Island residents. 

After WWW, Bill Beccue bought the land and renamed rt Beccue 
Island He removed the footbridge and built a roadway over the 
narrow channel. Today this area includes Sunset Bay Marina, the 
Island Yacht Club, and Sunset Grill. Sunset Grill was originally 
the Island Yacht Club's clubhouse. It was built from the large 
pine trees on the island. Dean Johnson bought Beccue Island in 
1980 and changed the name back to O'Connell Island.

HISTORY OF GREENWOOD VETERANS MEMORIAL PARK 

This memorial parte was Floyd "Red" Clark's idea In 2005. 
Originally, it was supposed to be a memorial to the Wilson 
residents who served In WWII. It was eventually expanded to 
Include Wilson residents who served In all of the wars. 

Using recycled materials, he constructed an archway, 2 stone 
waUs from a dismantled building, and railings from a bridge. The 
stainless steel railings and plaques, electrical work and painting, 
shrubbery and perennial flowers, and most of the flagpoles wsra 
all donated by the generous people of Wilson. 

One wall has the donors' names as well as the names of past 
and present American Legion #836 members. The other wall has 
over 2,500 names of those who served our country. There tea 
flag for each branch of service, a large American flag, and a 
replica of the Statue of Liberty. The plaques on the flagpoles 
honor those who died in WW1, WWII, and the Korean War. The 
Vietnam memorial plaque on the big rock Is in memory of 
Michael Wftkop. The flower garden Is a memorial for those who 
died in service and are buried In the Greenwood Cemetery. The 
park was dedicated on Memorial Day in 2007. 

In 2011, the Clark family donated the parte to the Town of Wilson, 
and the town dedicated a plaque in memory of "Red" Clark on 
the wan. The Martin F. Jennings Post #836 tends to the 
maintenance of the monument, flags, plaques, and flowers. In 
November 2013, a plaque was added to the wail to honor Mr. 
Jennings who was killed in action in France in 1918 during WWI. 
This American Legion post conducts a ceremony there at 10am 
every Memorial Day. They are appreciative of any donations to 
help vrith the upkeep of the memorial park.

Dorwin Bowersox was the first town clerk, and the office was In 
his home at 258 Lake Street The Wilson Collegiate institute, 
built in 1845 at 376 Lake St, was deeded to the Union Free 
School District in 1869 and was used as a school until ft burned 
down on August 2, 1967, 

The school dtetrfct gave the site to the Village of Wilson. The 
village soWIt to the town for $1.00 on March 31,1 960 with the 
stipulation that a town hall would be built there within three 
years and the town would provide them with a 12 ft by 16 ft 
room for the village office and use of the auditorium. 

The Town Hall was buflt In I960. It was renovated in 1991, and 
the section that houses the Village Clerk's Office, Assessor's 
Office, conference room, and basement were added that year.

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HISTORY OF THE COBBLESTONE HOUSES 

Masons, who lost their jobs when the Erie Canal was completed, used 
cobblestones to build homes for the settlers on the Lake Ontario plain 
from 1825 until the end of the Civil War. Masons sorted the cobblestones 
by size & color, created a design, and set them in a soft lime mortar. The 
walls were 18 or more inches thick. The comers had large, smooth, 
square stones called "quoins", and the doors & windows had horizontal 
crosspieces over them caHed "lintels". Each home took about 3 years to 
bulid. There are ten cobblestone homes In Wilson today. 

The Jesse Smith House ( 1833) 

2995 Maple Road 

This Greek Revival style house has massive woodwork which varies 
from room to room. There used to be a cannon on the front lawn when 
Robert Hedrich, a collector of early firearms and an authority of 
Revolutionary customs, lived there In the 1970s. Frank and Carol 
Nocrtajski purchased the home in 2007 and call it "Stone Haven". 

Case Homestead (1835) 

81 Lake Street 

Rachel Case was an old woman who gathered cobblestones from the 
sands of Lake Ontario and carried them In her apron to this spot where 
her Dutch Colonial style home would later be built The house was 
known as the "Cottage on the Lake" in the early 1900s when the 
government used it as a summer cottage for handicapped people. 
During the 1960's, the children from Wilson were given swimming 
lessons in the Inground pool. 

The living room and front entrance hall both have fireplace mantels with 
columns on them. When the cobblestone front wall deteriorated, it was 
replaced with stucco. The original home was eventually enlarged with 
stucco and wood additions. Ray and Ruth Tordoff have resided in the 
house for 34 years. 

Clinton Pettit House (1835) 

2471 Maple Road 

This simple Greek Revival farmhouse has a 1 V* story section parallel to 
the road and a one story section on the south side. The newer walls 
around the perimeter of the house added insulation as well as extended 
the interior sills to 18 inches. It was the boyhood home of Ira Pettit He 
was a Union soldier who died in an Andersonviile prison during the Civil 
War. His story is told in the book. Diary of a Dead Man . Matthew and 
Patricia Perry have been renovating the house since they bought it in 
2000. They rebuilt the two front porches and replaced the front windows. 

Exlev House (1835) 

2546 Maple Road 

This fieldstone house sits on 25 acres with old fruit and nut trees. Mrs. 
Exley's sister and niece lived in the north rooms. There was no door on 
their wing, so they had to enter and exit through a window using a small 
ladder. The back of the house was three steps lower than the main 
house and the caretakers, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Grfford, lived there. The 
family supposedly kept cans of money under two loose floorboards in a 
northeast bedroom. 

The house originally had 21 rooms, but 13 of them were removed by 
1 922. The Exley family willed two farms and a substantial cash gift to the 
Methodist Church. The brick church was built on Lake St in 1884 and 
named after them. Kristy Carpenter has resided in the home since 2012. 
She decorates rt with antiques to keep in character with the time period. 

J. Whittock House (1835) 

2449 Maple Road 

This beautifully restored cobblestone house has elaborate architectural 
trim. The grilles over the windows are wood which was unusual for that 
time period. The main enhance porch features a pair of Doric columns. 
The house Is separated from the road by a stone well. Randall and 
Maureen Klelt purchased the house in 2005. 



William Woodcock House (1836) 

4831 Chestnut Road 

William and Fanny Woodcock came from England and built a temporary 
cabin on a 100 acre plot on the south side of Chestnut Road In 1835. 
They began building this home in 1836 and completed it four years later. 
The stones were hauled by wagon over rough trails cut through the 
woods. There were many swamps, bears, and wolves to contend with 
during the Journey from Lake Ontario to their land on Chestnut Road. 
The house has two fireplaces and belonged to the Woodcock family for 
over 100 years. The Hare family has resided here since 2000. 

Morflan Johnson House (1844) 

2533 Wilson Cambria Road 

This house is on the site of the first adult education classes taught by 
Luther Wilson in 1817. The home was built by the captain of the "Miily 
Cook" which burned In the Wilson harbor. It is the most elaborate 
architecturally of the cobblestone homes. The house has an unusual 
recessed center entrance with limestone steps and two stone columns 
with Doric caps. A one story section that was the service wing extends 
behind the house. The home has its original small paned wood sashed 
windows and a 270 degree circular staircase in the center hallway. 

In the front yard, there is a 500 lb. anchor which was cut off of the 
"Franklin Pierce" schooner during a storm in 1840. It was found on the 
pier In 1897 by Lawson Ackerman and his son, Jesse. They sold it to the 
home's previous owner, Edmund Stevens, who paid teamsters to drag it 
to the house. 

When Anton and Ariene Schwarzmueller bought the house 13 years ago, 
they had the cobblestones that had fallen off of the north and south 
sides rebuilt The Cobblestone Society presented them with an award in 
2006 for the excellent restoration work. 

Wilson House (1844) 

300 Lake Street 

Luther Wilson's home was built on the site of the 1820 log school house. 
It has a circular staircase, and some of the doorways and windows have 
their original trim. A double funeral was held there for Luther and his 
father, Reuben, in 1890. 

It was known as the Wilsonian Club in the 1920s. This men's club had 
bowling alleys In the basement and a dance floor upstairs. The Ontario 
Band played music on its large porch and people danced on the roped 
off streets on Thursday nights during the summer. In 1 947, ft became a 
bar, restaurant & inn. It has been owned by Patricia & Norbert O'Brien 
since 1988 and managed by Caren Ashkar & John Cracchiola since 2005. 

James Morse House (1845) 

2773 Maple Road 

James Morse was a farmer who began building this house on 50 acres in 
1840. This 1 Vt story farmhouse has windows capped with English Gothic 
stone label moldings that were made in Lockport and hauled here for $10 
each. Jean Richards was bom and married In this house. Her family 
added indoor plumbing in the 1930's. Francis and Linda Gallagher 
purchased the home in 2008 and replaced the bam roof with galvanized 
aluminum. Francis recently discovered a piece of a 1832 dinner plate 
when he was repairing the outbuilding's foundation. The house has been 
on the National Register of Historic Places since August 2010. 

William Wilson House (1861) 

2804 Maple Road 

The stones for this house were hauled by wagons from Lake Ontario. On 
a return trip, the horses pulled the wegon into a tree and the load of field- 
stones spilled onto the ground. When the house was completed, it was 
occupied by two families consisting of 13 people. The house belonged 
to members of the William Wilson family until 1934. It stood empty for 26 
years until Whit Bamum bought it in 1960. One room was filled with 
sheep manure. It took Whit and Lois five years to make the house livable 
again. Lois sold it in 1993. Eoln Walsh has been the owner since 2004.
